tfustting on th* Railway. 


These are busy days for the managers 


and contractors of the Newport and 
Providence railway and much execu- 
tive ability Is manifested by Superin- 
tendent Bradford and his immediate 
subordinates to keep the big Rang of 
men at work where they will do tbe 
most good in the shortest amount of 
time. Tbe men are strung out along 
tbe Island all the way from Thames 
street In this city to Bristol Ferry and 
every man Is working with might and 
main to get tbe road ready for traffic by 
July let. And It now looks as though 
barring serious accident this would be 
accomplished. 
If so the management 


will have good reason to congratulate 
themselves for it has been freely re- 
marked about the city that this could 
uot be done. 


More visible progress has been made 


during tbe last week than during any 
similar previous time. There are now 
over 800 men employed on the various 
branches of construction 
and they 


seem to simply swarm out on tbe is- 
land. There are graders, track-layers, 
pole men, line men, paiuterB.teamsters, 
and others all working energetically at 
their particular branch of the construc- 
tion. 


A number of bothersome snarls have 


also been straightened out this week so 
that the work can go forward without 
further hitch as far as can be seen. 
When tbe work was first begun on tbe 
island It was tbought advisable to leave 
tbe short stretch from the oue mile cor- 
ner to the two mile corner in Middle- 
town pending an adjustment of the lo- 
cation between the two railroad com- 
panies. Thjs week, however, the uew 
company has decided to accept the lo- 
catiou offered to it some time ago and 
work has been begun on tbe west side 
of the road. The telephoue and tele- 
graph poles too have been moved so 
that they will uot conflict with the 
poles of the uew 
company. 
Some 


time ago this promised to be a cause of 
considerable delay but this has now 
been obviated. 


Work within tbe city limits has been 


resumed this week, a pole gang having 
been iu town for the purpose of erect- 
ing the poles along Washington square 
and lower Broad way preparatory to the 
appearance of the line men to wire that 
portion of tbe track that was laid be- 
fore the winter set iu. The uew poles 
are of a very different type from any- 
thing hitherto seen in this city, being 
trussed with three iron rods. They are 
uot at all objectionable to look at and 
appear to be fully as substantial as and 
perhaps more so than the plaiu iron 
poles that have previously beeu used In 
electric railroad coustructiou. Of course 
therfi was some objection expressed by 
a number of the abutters when the 
meu first appeared to begin work but 
after a time a place was found for all 
the poles.

A very substantial car for overhead 
construction has beeu fitted up and will 
he used on tbe rails as fast as they are 
laid in position.

remain there until they can be hauled 
to the barn over the company's rails. 
The committee that went to New York 
to negotiate for a steam ferry boat has 
returned to report that the oue that 
they inspected wasn't satisfactory. It 
Is not probable that a ferry boat will be 
purchased this year but a chartered 
boat will be made to answer for the 
first season.

The Coddiugtou school had'an ex- 


blblt'that was not only Interesting to 
view but was very creditable to the 
teachers aud pupils. Starting near the 
platform with the kindergarten ex- 
hibit the work of the pupils was dis- 
played almost 
entirely around the 


room,grade IX occupyiugthe other end 
of the Hue. Every pupil In every grade 
was represented. 
The kindergarten 


was of course represented by only the 
simplest work, beginning with folding, 
free hand and line cuttiug, aud includ- 
ing weaviug, sewing aud painting. The 
little ones under Miss Stewart's charge 
have taken a great interest in the! 
work and have even made up a num 
her of designs al home which are iu 
eluded iu Ihe exhibit. 


Tbv next exhibit, that of grade I 


shows the next step iu the education o 
the child. Miss Dowuiug's pupils hac 
arranged au interesting Indian exhibit 
including wigwam, birch bark canoes 
etc. This grade also showed the firs 
work of the pupils at writing and spell 
ing. gome very creditable papers were 
shown, among them being a numbei 
of selections written out from memory 
merely. 


From these lower grades up to the 


highest tbe progress of Ihe pupil coulc 
be steadily traced. Tbe work was dis- 
played ou tables and screeus, each grade 
being properly indicated by signs, all 
being arrauged under the direction of 
Mr. Dudley E. Campbell, principal of 
the building. 


Perhaps the most attractive exhibits 


to the casual observer were those from 
theTowusend Industrial school, includ- 
ing (lie cookiug, sewing and Sloyd de- 
partmeuts. This work was displayed 
ou tables running dowu the center of 
the hall. There was a fine exhibit of 
cooking and sewing of the grammar 
grades aud a special exhibit of sewing 
from grades IV aud, V.

Torn Hood, uud probably few wlvct 
have better deserved such homage, sayi 
the Chicago Chronicle.

think," he wrote to her lu one of hla 
letters, "that I am more foolish than 
any boy lover, and I plead guilty, for 
never was 11 wooer so yuuug of heart 
and so steeped in love as I, but it Is a 
love sanctliied and strengthened by 
long years of experience. 
May God 


ever bless my darling, the sweetest, 
most helpful, angel who ever stooped 
to bless a man!" Has there ever, we 
wonder, lived a wife to whom a more 
delicate and beautiful tribute was paid 
Ilia n those verses of which the burden 
is. "I love thee, I love thee; 'tis all that 
I can say?" 


"I want thee much," Nathaniel Haw- 


thorne wrote to his wife many years 
after his long patience had won for 
him the flower'"that was lent from 
heaven to show the possibilities of the 
human soul." "Thou art the only per- 
son In the world that ever was neces- 
sary to me, and now 1 am only myself 
when thou art within my reach. Thou 
art un unspeakably beloved woman." 
Sophia Hawthorne was little better 
than a chronic invalid, and It may be 
that this physical weakness woke all 
the deep chivalry and tenderness of the 
man. And he reaped a rich reward for 
an almost unrivaled devotion In the 
"atmosphere of love and happiness and 
inspiration" with which his delicate 
wife always surrounded him. 


The wedded life of Wordsworth with 


his cousin, "the phantom of delight," 
was a poem more exquisitely beautiful 
than any his 'pen ever wrote. Mrs. 
Wordsworth was never fair to look 
upon, but she had that priceless and 
rarer beauty of soul which made her 
life "a center of sweetness" to all 
around her. "All that she has been to 
me," the poet once said In bis latter 
days, "none but God and myself can 
ever know," and U would be difficult 
to find a more touching and beautiful 
picture In the gallery of great men's 
lives than that of Wordsworth and his 
wife, both bowed under the burden of 
many years and almost blind, "walking 
band in hand together In the garden, 
with all the blissful absorption and 
tender confidence- of youthful lovers. 


It never needed "the welding touch 


of a great sorrow" to make the lives 
of Archbishop Talt and bis devoted 
wife "a perfect whole." Speaking of 
her many years after she bad been 
taken from him, he said, "To part from 
her, If only for a day, was a pain only 
less Intense than the pleasures with 
which I returned to her, and when I 
took her with me It was one of the 
purest joys given to a man to watch 
the meeting between her and our chil- 
dren." 


When David Livingstone had passed 


his thirtieth birthday, with barely a 
thought for such "an indulgence as 
wooing and wedding," he declared hu- 
morously that when he was a little 
less bus}' he would send home an ad- 
vertisement for a wife, "preferably a 
decent sort of widow," and yet BO un- 
consciously near was his fate that only 
a year later he was introducing his 
bride, Mary MotTnt, to the home he had 
built, largely witli his own hands, at 
Mabotsa. From that "supremely hap- 
py hour" to the day when, eighteen 
years Inter, he received her "last faint 
whisperings" at Shupanga. no man ever 
had a more self sacriliciug, brave, de-

than 
the 
missionary's 


daughter. In fact, they were more like 
two happy, light hearted children than 
sedate married folk, and under the 
magic of their merriment the hard- 
ships and dangers of life in the heart 
of the dark continent were stripped of 
all their terrors. 


Jean Taul Uichter confessed that hu 


never even suspected the potentialities 
of human happiness until he met Caro- 
line Mayer, "that sweetest and most 
gifted of women," when he was fast 
approaching his fortieth year, and that 
he had no monopoly of the resultant 
happiness is proved by his wife's dec- 
laration that "Uichter is the purest, the 
holiest, the most godlike man that lives; 
* * * to be the wife of such a man 
is the greatest glory that can fall to a 
woman," while et bis wife Kichter 
once wrote, "I thought when I married 
her that I had sounded the depths of 
human love, but I have since realized 
how unfathomable Is the heart In 
which a noble woman has her shrine."

BETTING IN THE WALNUTS 


Am ImifMrr That ClMM Ca\lif»nla 


The first English walnut orchard 1 


California wai planted with seed froi: 
the Lou Angeles mission gardens, wher 
the padres had itarted a few trees wit 
nuts brought with them from Spiiii 
The uudertakiuK was a suet-ens fron 
the first, and the acreage of walnut 
has steadily Increased. 
The walnu 


tree's early age of bearing, Its long lif 
and the steady demand for Its pnxluc 
tend to make the enterprise deserved!} 
popular. 


The wajuut tree begins to bear whei 


six or seven years old, and nothing is 
known definitely of its age limit 01 
bearing. 
Fabulous stories are told 01 


trees in Spain one or two centuries old 
bearing cuornic-na crops. 
The oldest 


trees in California are still bearing, bui 
deductions from the short history al 
ready made show that the tree is in its 
prime from its twenty-fifth to its thir 
'tieth year. Fifteen hundred pounds of 
nuts to the acre is a good average yield 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
weight from one tree. 


The harvest time begins about the 


middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks. The nuts begin to full with 
the leaves, and the perfect cultivation 
under the tret's leaves no chance for 
them to lose themselves among clods 
or weeds. 
The brown dead leaves 


alone hide the nuts. Under normal con- 
ditions they drop free from the outer 
husk, or bull, through Its Irregular 
bursting, and getting the nuts picked 
up Is a simple matter. Sometimes the 
trees are well Irrigated just before har- 
vest time to insure the clean dropping 
of the nuts. 


Boys and girls, men and women, Jap- 


anese and Chinese, are all pressed into 
service, and on hands and knees the 
great orchards are gone over, not once, 
but several times, on account of the Ir- 
regular ripening of the nuts. The trees 
are occasionally shaken during the sea- 
son to loosen the nuts, and before the 
last gleaning they are "poled" to start 
the very tardy ones. This is done by 
long, coarse bamboo poles, whose light 
weight makes them easily handled. 


In certain rural districts the public 


schools close regularly for a "walnut 
vacation." The help of the children is 
needed, and the children are nothing 
loath 
to replenish their diminished 


purses. Palls, cans and gunnysacks are 
scattered nmqug the pickers, and when 
the bags are full they are carried to 
the drying grounds, where they are 
spread out on slat trays to dry.— Re- 
view of Reviews.

Dlnvoutvnt Will Work. 


U'hat there is much discontent witli 


work among the so called 
middle 


classes in America is due in large part 
to the pampering of children, to the 
supplying uf their natural and artificial 
wants and to the sentimental idea that 
"their day of toil will come soon 
enough." 
In general, work is not a 


curse, but a blessing—a positive means 
of grace. 
One can hardly begin too 


early to impress upon children lessons 
of self help by tasks appropriate to 
their age and forces and to beget in 
them scorn of idleness and of depend- 
ence on others. To do this is to make 
them happy through the self respect 
that comes with the realization of pow- 
er and Uius to approximate Tennyson's 
goal of u:nn, "Self reverence, self 
knowledge, self control."—Century.

herewith presented depicts a handy, 
simple and Inexpensive device. 
We 


take an ordinary garden frame of foui 
lights,the average proportion being 6by 
12 feet, each sash being six feet long by 
three feet wide. At tbe back tbe frame 
ordinarily stands three feet high and 
eighteen Inches high In front. Around 
this ordinary frame we have to make 
an outer frame of rough planking, leav- 
ing a space between the two of eight- 
ten inches, which has to be filled In aft- 
erward with fresh leaves, stable ma- 
nure or litter, preferably stable manure 
and leaves mixed. 


Hinged to the back of tbe outer frame. 


as shown in the illustration, we have a 
permanent cover for the top. This Is 
also made of rough planking, is nine 
feet lou£. three or six fe(.'t wide, as do- 
sired, and six or nine inches thick. As 
will be seen from the illustration, this 
Is merely a frame packed full of salt 


hay. 


At the back of the outer frame and 


nine or ten inches away from It is 
firmly placed an upright post C by (i 
Inches and rising nine feet above the 
top of, the outer frame. On the top of 
this post a pulley Is fixed; a wire is 
run from the front of the outer cov- 
ering over the top of the pulley and 
attached to a weight at the back. This 
weight cnn be of nny rough material 
so long as it counteracts or balances 
the weight of the covering. It is mere- 
ly to aid in raising and lowering the 
covers in the same way as window 
sashes are raised. This is very much 
superior to mats or litter, which many 
people still use, and the danger of 
breaking glass Is done away with. 
Moreover, on a bright day when tha 
covers are raised—being at the back 01 
north side of the frame—they act ns a 
shelter, and air can be much more 
safely admitted. ,

Feb. 2, Hon. E. B. Morris, state inns 
ter, presiding.

On the first day the annual address 


of tbe state master was given. On tlu 
lubjeet of good roads he said there 
is a strong and increasing demand foi 
a better system of road building. \VblK 
we do not believe in a wanton expend! 
ture of money to secure good roads, \vt 
do believe that wise legislation, will 
a just and economical expc-mtituiv 
will result in enhancing the value ol 
farm land.

Moreover, it is no small ad- 


vantage to tie Hooseveit caiue to havr 
associated with It In a commanding c.-i 
purity a man who stood in so conllden- 
tial relations with President MoKinley, 
The'late president's friends who figure 
as the chief actors in most of the stories 
of Republican dissatisfaction with the 
Itoosevelt administration all know Cor- 
telyou well, and trust him.

SUNDAY SHOWd LEGAL 


Verdict of Superior Court Set 


Aside by Higher Tribunal 


Boston, May 20.—In an important de- 


cision the full bench of the 
supreme 


court holds that where entertainments 
are given on Sunday they are legal and 
rannot be prevented under the statute, 
if any part of the proceeds are given for 
religious or charitable purposes. 


In the case before the court, which 


was that of the Commonwealth ugalnst 
Simon Alexander, the defendant, rep- 
resenting a religious corporation in Re- 
vere, was engaged as one of a committee 
in giving a vaudeville entertainment on 
Sunday, Aug. 0,1003. 
He claimed ex- 


emption from prosecution under the 
Sunday entertainment law by virtue of 
the exception in the statute which ex- 
pretily excludes from the application 
of the statute "an entertainment given 
'be a religious or charitable society, 
the proceeds of which, if any, are to be 
devoted exclusively to a charitable or 
religious purpose." 


It was the contention of the common- 


wealth that the word "proceeds" in the 
statute meant uot net profits, but the 
entire proceeds of the entertainment 
The defendant was convicted In the su- 
perior court and appealed. 
The full 


bench of the supreme court now sets the 
verdict aside and holds that it Is the net 
proceeds that should be glvenn to relig- 
ious or charitable purposes and not the 
entire preceedx.

Admiral Evans to gather such Informa- 
tion about the Americans residing there 
as would be of assistance in rendering 
them prompt assistance in case of an 
expected native outbreak against for- 
eigners.

against the visit of the Villalabos to 
Nan Chang, on the ground that "bad 
men" Inhabited that section, and he de- 
clared that the viceroy had informed 
all the forcigu consuls at Shanghai to 
instruct their captains not to visit 
royang Inke except on most important 
business. 


Minister Conger called on Admiral 


Rvaip for the facts.

spondence 'reached the state 
depart- 


ment and, after a wtreftil fSadibg of the 
arguments on both sides, Secretary tluy 
has approved the stand taken by Ad- 
miral Evans. 


The corre'spondehce show* that Ad- 


miral Evans sent tfi* following Instruc- 
tions to' the comihandtna; officer of the 
Vlllalobos, at the same' time forward- 
ing them in substance to Mr. Conger; 
with the suggestion that the' proper 
Chinese officers be advised: 


"You 
will, if occasion offers, Inform 


the taotai who wrote the letter pro-' 
testing to the consul general against 
your vessel that his objections will not 
receive your consideration and that if 
he thinks tho people of the Poyaiig 
district are 'bad men' that such a rea- 
son is greater cause for more frequent 
visits and more careful inspections of 
our interests by our armed vessels and 
Unit those visits will be continued in 
the future as in the past. You are also 
authorized to Inform the taotai, should 
occasion ofl'er, and any other Chinese 
olTk'iulH who may raise objections of 
this character, that our guubuuts arc 
ahvnys amply provided for dealing with 
'bud men' rtnd that should there he any 
indication to pay other than proper re- 
spect to American life and property on 
the part of these men, that they will 
be dealt with immediately and that the 
gunboats will without further instruc- 
tions administer severe and 
lasting 


punislimcnt. 


"It is expected that the taotai and 


other oilieiuls of China will suppress 
all disorder and give ample protection 
to the lives and property of Americans, 
but if these officials fall to do so the 
(question of adequate and proper protec- 
tion will be taken in hand by our gun- 
boats. 
In order to satisfy ourselves 


that the various local officials 
are 


properly affording protection, our gun- 
boats will continue to navigate to the 
Poyaug lake and the various other in- 
land waters of China wherever Amer- 
icans may be and where by treaty with 
China they are authorized to engage 
In business or reside for the purpose oj 
spreading the gospel."

Eat fhe Sraiilleat Amount of Food 


Thm Will Preserve Health. 


How shall one determine how mucu 


food to cat? Too much mystety has 
been thrown about this subject Le 
your sensations decide. It must^e kepi 
in mind that the entire function of di 
ffestlon and assimilation Is carried on 
without conscious supervision or con- 
currence. It should be entirely unfell 
and unknown, excepting by the feeling 
of blen etre which accompanies and 
follows Its normal accomplishment 
Satiety Is bud. It implies a sensation 
Of fullness in the region of the stom- 
ach, and that means that too much 
food has been taken. The exact cor- 
respondence In a healthy animal be- 
tween the appetite and the amount of 
food required is extraordinary. As a 
rule, the meal, unless eaten very slow- 
ly, should cease before the appetite Is 
entluely satisfied, because a little time 
Is required for the outlying organs and 
tissues to feel the effects of the food 
that has been ingested. If too little has 
been taken, it is easy enough to make 
It up nt the next meal, and the appe- 
tite will be only the better and the food 
more grateful. 


No one was ever sorry for having 


voluntarily enten too little, while mil- 
lions every day repent having eaten too 
much. It has been said that the great 
lesson homeopathy taught the world 
was this—that whereas physicians had 
been In the habit of Riving the patient 
the largest dose he could stand, they 
have been led to see that their purpose 
was better subserved by giving him 
the smallest dose that would produce 
the desired effect And so It is with 
food. Instead of eating, as most peo- 
ple unfortunately do, as much as they 
can, they should eat the 
smallest 


amount that will keep them in good 
health.—Roger S. Tracy In Century.

Along the St. Crolx waters It 
Is estimated that logs enough are Im- 
bedded In the sand of river bottoms to 
keep mills running for years. Under 
present conditions the loss Is total, for 
no successful method has ever been de- 
vised to eDtfCt .this saving. 
' 


"Occasionally logs cut years ago are 


forced by the washings of Hoods from 
their sand beds and driven upon the 
shores, where the action of sun and 
wind dries them out sufficiently so that 
they will float down stream, but the 
percentage of logs recovered Is small. 
H ml millions of dollars' worth of prop- 
erty Is lost beyond recovery until some 
enterprising genius invents a machine 
or process to'rocover the timber. 


"At Stillwater logs occasionally come 


to the sorting booms bearing marks In 
use half a century ago. and when they 
apiwur Uie old lumbermen grow remi- 
niscent of men who have been long 
forgotten, but who were important 
operators in the pioneer logging days 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


"No possible estimate can be made 


of the amount of timber thus lost but 
lumbermen estimate that the rivers of 
Wisconsin, in the value of the logs 
buried in their sands, have fortunes of 
millions of dollars if the logs could be 
recovered. Wisconsin has been one of 
the big pine states, and your Chip- 
pewa, Wisconsin, St. Croix and Me- 
nomiuee rivers and their tributaries 
contain fortunes hi sunken timber. 


"Strange as it may appear, the value 


of the Umber is not lessened, even after 
It has been submerged for half or 
quarter of a century. Efforts have been 
occasionally made to recover, sunken 
logs. At one time a company was or- 
ganized at Stillwater to dredge streams 
and thus recover some of the timber, 
but the plan did not work with any 
great degree of success, this method 
being found too expensive. Some one 
will come along some day with a plan, 
and this immensely valuable product, 
now lost, will bu recovered."—Milwau- 
kee Sentinel.

During ibt ii< BouttM that preceded 


tb« opeulug of boetllltlei betwwo Bin- 
Ma and Japan tb« delicate Uuk of <U- 
wrmlulag Japan'* policy aud IU *z- 
imeeloii Ibrougb UN channel! of diplo- 
macy fell largely ou two Harvard 
neu— Barou Kitaiun, the Imperial 
UiulMer or Foreign Affaire, who grad- 
anted from tbe Harvard Law School 
in 1877, aud Siuieulro Kurluo, tbe Jap- 
inane Emperor'. Miutter Plenipoten- 
tiary ml tbe court of8t. Petersburg.who 
graduate! from tbe Law School in 1881. 
Tlievulireuornwpoudeuce between these 
two men, containing tbe full text of 
every exchange of proposals aud cuuu- 
ter-proposals leadiug up to tbe dual 
rupture, baa receully been published 
by the Japaueae government and fully 
bearn out tbe prevailing opinion, de- 
rived iu tbe I!ret instant-* from Japan- 
ese Buurces, and discounted fur [but 
reaauu by aotue people besides Kusslan 
sympathizers, that Japan's attitude all 
along bad been that of candidly iusiBl- 
IUK ou tlie integrity of Cnina and Ko- 
rea and the open door iu Manchuria as 
tbe baais for all negotiations. This at- 
titude wan supported by Japau with no 
ostentatious ctaiuju of. an altruistic re- 
gard for the independence of her Mon- 
golian neighbors, hut was based ou her 
light to the protection of her treaty iu- 
lertwu iu Manchuria—interests which 
she shared with the other great nations 
—aud oil the vital necessity of keeping 
Korea from conquest by any Asiatic 
power hostile to JapaL. Nevertheless, 
tbe elfect of Japan's proposa's was fa- 
vorable to tbe Interests of China and 
Korea, aud It threatened no curtail- 
ment of a single commercial privilege 
to which the "open door" aud Russia's 
investments in Manchuria would have 
eutitled her; while Russia's refusal of 
these proposalB, ID tbe light of her ac- 
tual occupation of Manchuria, meaut 
.that she would be satisfied with nothing 
less than the extension of her sover- 
eignty iu Chinese territory and the com- 
mercial monopoly that sovereignty 
-aloje would enable her to enforce. This 
drawing of the issue between tbe ob- 
servance of treaty-rights, fair play in 
commerce, regard for the sovereignty 
of weaker nations, and the right of 
national self-preservation ou the one 
hand, aud'the disregard of treaty-rights 
and obligations and tbe seizure and ex- 
ploitation of territory belonging to 
weaker nations, ou the otber, was iu it- 
.self a oriiliaut diplomatic achievement 
for Japan. It was a triumph dot only 
.for right and fair play, but also for tbe 
diplomacy of truth aud candor over 
that of dtaembliog and Invasion. 


The personal Interest which Harvard 


.and tbe Boston community have been 
led to take in the Far Eastern crisis 
-through tbe part thus played by Baron 
Komura and Mr. Kurino Is further em- 
phasized this week by the visit of Baron 
Keutaro Kaueko, a Harvard Bachelor 
of Laws of 1878, and honorary Doctor 
of Laws of 1889, ou whom Boston baa a 
claim as a product of her public schools; 
.for tbe baron was • pupil iu tbe Bice 
Grammar School aud the English High 
(School of this city before u* entered 
Harvard. Baron Kaueko comes to Bos- 
ton under the joint auspices of tbe Har- 
vard Law Scbool.ou whose invitation he 
is to speak tonight at the Fogg Lecture 
Room on "The Japanese Law aud Con- 
stitution" audof tbe Japau Club of Har- 
vard, whose guest he will be tomorrow 
night at a dinner to be given iu tbe 
Harvard Uuim followed by a public 
meeting in ganders theatre at which 
he will give an address ou "The War iu 
tbe far East." 


Baron Kentaro Kaneko was born iu 


1853, the year of Commodore Ferry's 
famous visit to Japan. At the age of 16 
be attracted the attention of Marquis 
Kuroda, one of the richest and moat 
powerful of the old Daimios of Japau, 
who determined to provide for his edu- 
cation aud sent him In 1871 to Boston. 
After bis studies at the Rice School uud 
the .English High School, young Kaue- 
ko entered the lti\v oilice of Messrs. 
Gray .& Swift, riis work there being 
largely directed by Oliver 
Wendell 


Holmes, Jr., now of the United States 
Supreme Court. During his course iu 
the Harvard Luw School,from which be 
graduated in 1878, heeujoyed tbe friend- 
ship of Longfellow, Dr. Holmes, Hon. 
Hubert C. Wiuthrop aud other well- 
known men, who, like the old Daiuiio 
were attracted by the amiable qualities 
aud the iutellectual promise of the 
young Japanese. 


Returning to Japau immediately af- 


ter graduation, he was iu 18SO appoint- 
ed secretary of the Senate aud had as- 
e..;;i,iJ to him the task of examining 
the Constitutions of all the States of 
Europe aud America, In preparation for 
the impending change iu the Govern- 
ment of his native country. Four years 
afterward he became secretary to Mar- 
quis—then Count—Ito, and was ap- 
pointed ou tbe Commission to draft the 
new Constitution. The following year, 
continuing iu the same Hue of work, be 
was on the Commission to reorganize 
the administrative departments of tbe 
Government. For the service thus ren- 
dered, on the promulgation of the Con- 
stitution be iras rewarded with tbe dec- 
oration of the "Order of the Sacred 
Treasure." 


In 1889, receiving an appointment as 


Imperial commissioner to study the ac- 
tual workings of Parliamentary Insti- 
tutions, be travelled extensively iu 
Europe aud America, aud ou his re- 
turn, as Chief Secretary of tbe House of 
Peers, superintended the organization 
of the new Japanese Parliament. 
In 


1892, 
havlug been elected a member of 


the Institute of International Law, Mr. 
Kaueko attended the meeting in Gene- 
va, where his plea for the abolition of 
Extraterritoriality was Influential in 
determining tbe favorable vote of the 
Institute. In 1894, becoming Vice Min- 
ister of Agriculture aud Commerce, be 
wu again honored by tbe emperor with 
an appointment as life number of the 
Rouse of Peers, and received tbe addi- 
tions! decoration of the "Order of the 
Risiug Sun." Resigning his office ou 
a change of ministry iu 1898, when 
Marquis Ito again into power, Mr. Ka- 
ueko eutjred his cabinet as Minuter of 
Agriculture aud Commerce, boldiug 
the office until the premier again re- 
tired, since then he has been mayor 
uf one of the Tokyo municipalities. 


While Baron Kaueko has come to 


Auurica as a special envoy of tbe Jap- 
«ue*e emperor, his Held" of activity 
is commercial aud economic rather 
Uian, narrowly speaking, diplomatic. 
Broadly speaking, however, it is di- 
plomatic; for bis Uovermeut, looking 
hopefully toward the end of tbe proem 
•tru^jlj, rj.ih/.ei tlu grjtvi.ij 
i u;»r- 


lance of the United States on the Pact- 
lie, and believes (hat a community of 
trade intere-ta t«lw«eu the two nation*, 
convincingly dvluunstrated and carrhKI 
lutu effect, will, ..ith the Anglo-Japan^ 
«w aihauce, constitute an im|>aiwbl« I 
barrier to future Amatic encroachments 
by KUBHIH ta any other power. How la

An Economic Alliance Between Jap- 


M and the linked BUtae." He Ibere 
potaMd out two BeUa of oo-opwitlou 
In oneutal eoaiuereei flnt, the luveit- 
meut of American capital Iu JapaueM 
manufacturing enlerprMea, aud i»coud- 
ly the co-operative exteualon of Anerl- 
oau trade iu Cblua, both directly and 
through American Interest Iu tbe Chi- 
eee market for tn« goods produced by 
American capital In Japan, a uunlneea 
proposition pure aud simple, It may b» 
aald, oue to which American capital 
uiuat be won over on busiuew prluei- 
pleit, aud by an assurance of fair treat- 
ment in lhe,opponuuily for sbariug iu 
the management of its owu invest- 
uitmts. 


Barou Kaueko. has already spoken 


freely on the subject of tbe present alt- 
uatiuu iu the Far East. In an inter- 
view giveu to the press In Washington, 
Baron Kaueko said: 


•'Japau is prepared to light a long 


aud terrible war. Thousands of sold.ieri' 
aud sailors may be Killed, hut they die 
for their country and 
Uieir euiperor, 


and iu this hour of storm and stress we 
itu not flinch, ll isu war iu which the 
whole nation joins. Thrilled with pa- 
triotism the Japanese people are deter- 
mined 10 win victor} HI uny cost. Our 
national houor and very existence are 
at Make. 


"Still further may t add that Hie 


struggle is fora far greater issue. U is 
the'battle which Western civilization, 
as learned by au Asiatic people at the 
feet of the Uuited States, is waging 
against freedom's foe, the Slavic depo- 
'lisui of Ituusia. 


"It may last for years, but Japau 


will puulithe war witb vigor from the 
outset, and tbe country iu well prepared 
for a long struggle." As au illustration 
of thib Baron Kaueko referred to the 
fact that a great war relief fuud is be- 
ing raised iu Japan, which is to be used 
for the establishing of widows' aud 
orphans' homes, aud infirmaries. Tbe 
object of this he said, was to relieve the 
Uovernmuiit as much as possible of the 
care »f those who are bereft of support 
by the loss of their husbands aud 
fathers. 
1 "There may be millions made widows 
aud orphans." said Barju Kaueko, 
"but we will house au 1 care for them 
all. Tbe relief fuud will probably be 
placed iuthe hands of Emperor fur dis- 
tribution." 


"Why do we call ourselves the 'Yau- 


kees of the East"? you ask," he sai'l iu 
reply to a question. "Well, Dimply for 
this reason. It is to Westeru civiliza- 
tion and to Western ideas that we owe 
our advancement. Our debt to tbe 
Uuited States, aud it is a great oue, be- 
gan with the advent of our great Amer- 
ican commander Commodore Ferry, iu 
the Yellow Sea. 
"It was just fifty years ago that he 


opened the world to us. We celebrate 
that date uow ac a national anniver- 
sary. Before his arrival Japan was liv- 
ing in Isolation. We knew nothing of 
Continental Europe aud were couteut, 
or rather thought we were, iu our state 
of utter seclusion. Our policy was theu 
advene to foreigners. 
We excluded 


them In every manner possible. 
"In only oue of our ports did we al- 


low foreign ships to enter. That was 
Nagasaki. From these foreign vessels 
we got what outside goods we cared to 
have—gunpowder, medicine, firearms, 
books, woollen and texile goods. That 
was all we wanted then, we thought, 
but Commodore Perry soon taught us 
differently. 
"This was the maxim which he beat 


Into our minds, aud which took lodg- 
ment there: 'If you dou't opeu your 
ports to the commerce of the world by 
your owu volition, some great Power of 
Europe will opeu them for you at the 
cannon's mouth.' 
Theu Commodore 


Perry explained to us what happened 
toChiuaaaa result of 'the opium war. 
Our Government became convinced of 
his argument und grew alarmed. Thut 
\VHH the first step. 


"The 
signing of tbe treaty 
with 


the 
Uuited States 
was 
promptly 


agreed to, aud it is at this point that 
Japau feels her greatest gratitude for 
the fair aud straight-forward mauuer 
iu which Commodore Perry acted. He 
it was who first taught us how to write 
a treaty. What articles should be put 
hi aud what should uot were all left 
very much to his discretion. 
The 


status of Americans iu Japuu uud the 
nature of diplomatic relations were all 
new questions to us theu, and it was 
your American uaval commander who 
said to us: 'You do thus aud so and 
your nation will improve, aud you will 
be able to bold your own in the ftilnru 
when you comeiu contact with the na- 
tions of Europe.' 


"After that came Russia, France aud 


England, all demanding treaty rights 
of the sauie sort, aud to them we gave 
consent. We might have made a bad 
mess of it theu, but the good-will aud 
upright policy of the United Statta 
saved us from the snares of diplomacy. 
After Commodore Perry had goue, tbe 
Uuited States coutiuued to aid us iu 
our hour of need by Rending to our laud 
ber most skilled diplomatists. To Hor- 
ace Townsend, the United States' firat 
minister, weoweau over whelming debt 
of gratitude. He still further fortified 
and strengthened our position. Iu rec- 
ognition of these signal favors it was 
only natural that to the United States 
our government should first turu when 
it occurred to them that they should 
seud au embassy abroad. 


"In Secretary Moody's office at the 


Navy Department, just the other day I 
had a chance to take a look at the pic- 
tures of those first envoys who ca'ine 
here. They were queer-looking fellows, 
in the long, flowing robes of tbe feudal 
days, with shaven heads, and wearing 
two swords as decorations. That was 
in 1858. Those emissaries, fairly amazed 
at tbe wonders of tbii great country, re- 
turned to tell their people of it and to 
urge them to follow as much as possi- 
ble in the policy of tbe United States. 
Then, iu 1888, occurred tbe imperial 
restoration, which was tbe political 
movement resulting in bringing the 
emperor to tbe front In the govern- 
ment's affaire. That WM tbe turning 
point in our history. 


"Again we decided to seud au em- 


bassy to tbe Uuited States. This time 
it was in connection witb a revision of 
a treaty. We wanted to secure for our 
courts jurisdiction over foreigners. Tbe 
suggestion was ill-timed aud failed, but 
your government, General Uraut theu 
beina President, showed keen sympa- 
thy.' The ambassadors were treated an 
national gueelnaud entertained aud tbe 
minion brought most useful fruit to 
Japan. Upou their return they recom- 
mended radical step* for tbe reorgani- 
zation of Japaueee government aud so- 
ciety. 


"It was deckled to employ American 


adviaen iu every department of tbe 
government. Dr. Maury, of New Jer- 
aey, was made bead advleer of tbe ed- 
ucational department. He orgaulwd 
our entirelysteiD of ixilkyeaaud Kboolst 
.Mr. Bryant, a member of tbePuit Of- 
fice Department In Washington, wai 
sent to lake chance of portal organlaa- 
tkm, aud II waa lo bKguiding hi-ud that 
we owe our preetut system, which to > 
facilmlle of yours. From the light- 
Mouse board came Mr. Miller, who ee- 
taUMted our llghtheuem; Mr. Craw 


fort, of Philadelphia, WM appol"t»* 
tbe bead advlwr IB YMO, and lo clear 
aud nettle that vaet Met of uortberu 
bland. He It WM who planned aud 
constructed rail way sand high ways aud 
opened up all that region. 


"At the saute time Ibene Improve- 


ment* were going uu our Government 
wan sending au enormous number of 
students to America. Brunswick, N. 
J., was flooded with them. Princeton, 
Ann Arbor, New York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston were all rilled witb young 
Japanese. Eveu the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis was thrown opeu to our 
students, uud not only the young men 
but the girls an4) young women caiue 
here. They went chiefly to Vamar and 
Wellesley. 
Thu.to young men and 


young women brought up iu American 
society, imbued with the American 
spirit, upon their return home exerted a 
vast influence in the recouslrucllou of 
Japan. 


•'Both directly and indiiectly, there- 


fore, our progress I siha outc.i UJ of our 
intercourse with the United States, aud 
every man and woman m our country 
feels that indtbtedueMi. Our aim is 
now to prove ouralves worthy of u. 
\Ve waul t.i show that we nre a civi- 
lized 
nation. 
Those terms of abuse 


heaped upou us by our eueiuie.i that we 
are pagans, barbarians etc., make us 
smart with indignation. We feel that 
we are civilized, and at least we ought 
to tie given a chance to take a place 
among the civilized nations of the 
world." 


Women's £ep't. 


John Carter Brown Library. 


Au event of world-wide interest to 


scholars aud lovers of Atneiicau his- 
tory was tbe dedication of the John 
Carter Browu Library at Brown Uni- 
versity, .Providence, K. I., Tuesday, 
May 17th. C'ollegiauB and historical 
students aud librarians trom many 
parU of tbe country gathered t.) wit- 
ueas the simple but imposing exercises 
commemorative of the opening of the 
beautiful new Temple of Americana, 
which is to be the future houieot the 
finest collection iu existence of books 
relating to American history. 


At 2:45 p. m. the procession, consist- 


ing, besides those enumerated, of tbe 
Faculty and Corporation of Browu Uni- 
versity, state and city officials, justices 
of the Supreme Court, presidents of the 
chief Btudent organixatlonn, and many 
persons of note throughout the com- 
inuully, formed iu front of the Admin- 
istration Building aud ruarcbed to 
Bayles Hall. Here were held tbe lit- 
erary exercises iu connection with the 
dedication. The principal feature was 
au historical address by Profetwor Fred- 
erick J. Turner, director of the School 
ot History at Wisconsin University, 
aud oue of the most prominent hisiorl- 
au> iu the country. A brief address 
outlining the history of the library was 
delivered by Mr. William V. Kelleu, 
LL.D., of tbe Corporation, secretary of 
the committee of management of tbe 
library. At the conclusion of this ad- 
dress tbe processiou re-formed aud 
marched to the new library building, 
where tbe dedicatory invocation was 
offered by llev. William M. McVickar, 
Bishop of Rhode Island. The building 
was presented to tbe University iu a 
speech by Col. Robert H. J. Goddard, 
of Providence, aud tbe keys were 
handed over by the youthful sou of the 
deceased donor, John Nicholas Browu, 
Jr. President Win. H. P. Fauuce ou 
behalf of tbe University accepted in a 
few eloquent words the building, libra- 
ry and endowment. At tbe conclusion 
of theee ceremonies the buildiug was 
thrown open for Inspection. 


The new buildiug is au Imposing 


structure of the Grecian type, with 
basement of granite aud superstructure 
of limestone. Standiug at the south- 
east corner of the middle campus its 
impressing simplicity and classic out- 
line add much to the architectural 
beuuty of Brown's buildings. Although 
the buildiug has hut one floor, the red- 
tiled roof la high studded, BO that tbe 
height is well proportioned to the other 
dimensions. The main structure UB- 
bumes the form of a Greek cross, in the 
four corners of which arc winrj.-iof lesser 
height. The entrance on the west Bide, 
facing the campus, consists of a beauti- 
fully sculptureU purch of Indiana Mmc- i 
Btoue. 
The 
word 
"Americana" is 


chiseled on a slab just above the door. 
A oiiiall inner purch; finished in Ital- 
ian rnarule, leads directly into the 
main ball. 
Within, ou sillier side the 


doorj stands a. pillar of Indiana lime- 
stone, of composite style with Corin- 
thian circle surmounted by Ionic scroll. 
The leaves aud other features of the 
eapitoi are gilded. At the other end of 
the hall directly opposite these two pil- 
lars 
are 
two 
other 
pillars 
of 


similar design, 
all 
four 
reaching 


from the floor to the fretted ceiling, 
iu the wall opposite the entrance is an 
open fireplace of chaste design. The 
walls of the hall are elaborately fin- 
ished, the prevailing color being a deli- 
cate greeu. All wood-work through- 
out the buildiug is of mahogany. The 
book shelves wbich extend around the 
four walls of the hall are of bronze, 
with plate glass doon and metal 
stelves. Tables aud show cases, for 
the exhibition of valuable documents, 
are scattered about. An abundance of 
light 
is admitted 
through 
high 


arched windows ou the right aud left 
walls. Ou each side of the entrance to 
the ball Is a toilet room, aud at each of 
the four corners doon leadiug into 
smaller rooms. Oue of these rooms has 
been fitted up as nearly as possible 'in 
imitation of the library of the douor, 
Mr. Johu Nicholas Browu, much of 
bis furniture having been utilized. An- 
other of these rooms will be used for 
maps. A committee room aud tbe 
office of the librarian, Mr. Winship,' 
fill th« .two remaining wiugs. The 
sixth room, opposite the main entrance 
aud behind the fireplace, will be used 
for miscellaneous purposes. 
In the 


batement a complete bindery has been 
established, iu charge of a skilled me- 
chanic. 


The Johu Carter Brown Library, 


given to the University by th« Trustees 
under the provisions of tbe will of the 
late John Nicholas Browu, A. M,, of 
tbe class of 1886, is a collection of about 
15,000 volume* relating to tbe history 
of North and South America duriug tbe 
colonial period. The larger part of tbe 
books many of which are of greal rari- 
ty aud value, were printed before tbe 
year 1800, aud contain the earliest pub- 
lished accounts of events connected 
with tbe history of the discovery, ex- 
ploration aud colonization of tbe weet- 
eru Iwmlspbere. This collection, well 
known for many years a* tbe most val- 
uable private library of Americana in 
existence, was begun by Johu Carter 
Browu of the claw of 181*, aud after 
Ins death wu greatly enlarged by bh 
widow aud bh) sous, tb* late John 
Nicholas and Harold Browu. By the 
provisions of the will 1150,000.00 was 
donated for tbe erection of the library 
liuiidihg, and $600,000.00 an a perman- 
ent endowment fund.

of woman suffrage, that wouieu will 
get the right to vote when they really 
waul II. By which Is mount, I sup- 
pone that when It appears that a large 
majority 
of the women of the state 


have come 10 the conclusion that suf- 
frage h a desirable thing, that Ih« fran- 
chise will be considerately conferred 
upou them by the men, either aa au ex- 
hibition of chivalry,or from the compul- 
sion of public opinion. Tbe argument 
is fallHcious. The right of oue woman 
to vote is not dependent upon whether 
or uo.t another woman wants to exer- 
cise tbe right, any more than the right 
of oue man to do the same thing should 
depend 
upon whether or uot some 


other man wants to do so. \Vliat man 
would tolerate the proposition that he 
should not go to the polls, uud express 
by bis ballot Ins wishes respecting the 
men who are to be placed iu authority 
over him, the policy which is to be 
pursued in state or municipal aflairn, 
the auiouut of taxes which are to be 
raised, aud the purpose* for n hicli they 
are to be expeuued. unless his uelghuo'r 
chooses to go, and should bo denied 
tbe right if his neighbor chose not to 
go, or cared nothing for it? 


Suppose the question were before the 


people for the Hist time, aud some men 
were iuaiatnig that the male inhabitants 
should have it, would anybody regard 
it as a valla argument to say that they 
should not have u, unless all of them 
wanted it? Aud would men couneutv 
to have the question of whether they 
should have it or uot decided by some 
oue else besides themselves, for exam- 
ple, the women of the state? I Imagine 
that if such were the situation there 
would lie something like a revolution, 
and that bullets and uot ballots would 
iiually settle the matter. Is ii not 
really a monstrous proposition that no 
woman should have tbe right to'Vote, 
because there will always be some wo- 
meu who do uot want it, aud do uot 
waut any others to have It. 


The miuiiueuts of citizenship are uot 


tbe gift of any man to auy mau, or any 
woman to auy woman. They are the 
inheritance of a free people. 
They 


spring out of the very loins of govern- 
ments that "derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.' 
They are the necessary, rightful accea 
sories of individual accountability aud 
responsibility, aud of whatever reason- 
able aud necessary duties are laid upou 
the members of society. My right to 
vote does uot depend upou the pleasure, 
caprice or favor of any other mau, or of 
all otber meu. No more should that of 
women. If the right should be their*, 
theu it is of no consequence whether all 
or a few desire It, or that some would 
refuse It If the choice were glveu them. 


Undoubtedly then are many women 


who are quite Indifferent to this matter, 
many w ho would decline to vote If 
they bad tbe right. But there are 
thousands of men who are entirely in- 
different to the right, except iu so far 
as they can sell It once iu two years; 
aud hundreds of others care BO little for 
it that they habitually refrain from vot- 
ing aud going to the polls. But be- 
cause this is so, must they who consid- 
er that citizenship imports tbe dis- 
charge of the duties of citizens, aud 
who look upon the right of suffrage as 
iu the nature of a trust and uot a chat- 
tel that may be swapped off for so much 
rum or so much flour, be deprived of 
this capital right aud sovereign power? 
Surely uot. Aud cau auy fair man of- 
fer any valid reasou for applying a dif- 
ferent rule, or dilfereut principles to 
the solution of the problem, when U af- 
fects the women of the community or 
the state, instead of the men?—Oliver 
Branch.

and connecting buildings, for workmen 
and servants. 
His manors 
as he 


termed them also situated here, took 
60 negroes employed about them and 
his mills. To all he gave the name of 
bis old English estate, that of Tiuteru 
(that In time became Tiutoti,) which 
was Iu Monmouthshire, Bug., so from 
this, Morris, as a Deputy, had bis old 
home name of Monmouth given to the 
county of his new home. 


Halter says, the Dutch called Middle- 


town and Shrewsbury, iu 1673, Achter 
Coll, meaning beyond the bills, (of 
Bergen.) In 1708, one hundred fami- 
lies bad settled at Middletowu, which 
contained 30000 acres, and 160 families 
At Shrewsbury, with same number of 
"acres.
